Washington, Jan. 28.--An outline 


of revolutionary demands to be made 
on the kaiser’s government by Ger- 
man labor, which reached the Ameri- 
can government, shows that they are 
asking more of the despot than Am- 
erican labor has asked of its democ- 
TACYyY.:. 

This program may play an import- 
ant part in settlement of the social 
unrest among the people in the Au- 
tro-German empires if they get the 
wWhiphand as a result of the social up- 
heaval reported under way there. 

The program provides for an eight 
hour day and a six day week. -It 
prohibits all Sunday work except that 
absolutely necessary and provides for 


a day of rest during the week for 
Sunday workers. It prohibits night 


work except in a few cases. where it 
is absolutely necessary, and 
can be determined by law. 
Women must not work more than 
eight hours a day, five days a week 


which 


and not more than four hours on 
Saturdays or other days preceding 
holidays. Women must not be given 


work to take home with them.

“Complaints filed with the federal 
trade commission are privileged and 
not available to the public.

Veeder, questioned by Special In- 
' vestigator Twombly, when he discov- 
ered this letter, is believed to have 
named the official responsible for the 
leak.

NEW U-BOAT EXPLOITS 
ARE ANTICIPATED 


Central Powers Are Determin- 
ed to Break Steady Stream 
Of U. S. Transports 


Washington, Jan. 28.—‘‘Peace by 
the sword” will be Germany’s next 
great effort in answer to the grow- 
ing unrest among the peoples of the 
central empires. — Official information 
reaching this government led Secre- 
tary of War Baker in his weekly re- 
view to state unqualifiedly that Ger- 
many is about to launch a great at- 
tack both by land and sea against her 
enemies. 

February 1—the first anniversary 


of Germany’s inauguration of ruth- 


less submarine warfare—may be the. 


date set for her next U-boat exploits. 
Baker classifies the German plans as 
heralding the most powerful subma- 
rine offensive yet undertaken. 

His statement confirms United 
Press information sent out last week 
that Germany’s recall of her U-boats 
forecast a great drive against allied 
naval forces guarding American 
troops and supply ships going to 
Europe. Baker declares Germany is 
determined to break the steady 
stream of these vessels. It is be- 
lieved that she has enlarged the guns 


on her U-boats to give. battle, pos- 
sibly even with destroyers.

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Washington, Jan. 28—Secretary of 
War Baker went to congress and the 
country with his answer to critics of 
the war department’s work. 

Long before 10:30 o’clock, the hour 
set for Baker’s appearance before the. 
senate military committee, hundreds 
of people crowded the corridors out- 
side the little committee room, hop- 
ing to get in. Expectation of hearing 
facts about the army mobilization 
not yet told the country, drew many 
senators and congressmen from their 
labors elsewhere. 

As a result of his dramatic appear- 
ance before the senate committee to- 
day, one of two things will happen. 
Hither Baker will convince, and hush 
the outbreak of some in congress a- 
gainst the department and the presi- 
dent—or he will re-awaken the fires 


which have died down. during the 
week-end recess. ; 
Baker. hopes his statement will 


quiet the congresional clamor for re- 
organization of the war department 
and simultaneously reassure the peo- 
ple of ‘the country now more or less 
confused by’ exaggerated speech on 
both sides of the issue. His idea ig 
not to defend the dapartment but, ad~ 
mitting mistakes, to militantly chal- 
lenge those who would belittle the job 
America has done. 

Senate committee members express. 
ed the hope that Baber will be able to 
Satisfy them and the American people 
that he has measured up to his job. 
They expressed t he great doubt, how 
ever, that he will disclose anything 
strong enough to counteract the ev- 
idence presented that weaknesses st ei 
the war department’s business system 
demand legislation providing a direct- 
or of munitions to supervise purchas- 
ing and a war cabinet to formulate 
policies and look ahead. 

After Baker completes his state- 
ment today he will be crossexamined 
by members of t he committee. 

Baker was to reply today to the in- 
vitation of Representative Lunn, New 
York, to appear before the house mil- ‘ 
itary committee. He already has 
been invited before the house com- 
mittee, but postponed his appearance 
with the understanding that the sen- 
ate committee would arrange for him 
to address both committees and mem- 
bers of both houses today. The sen- 
ate committee frowned on this 
plan and Baker’s audience today was 
limited to the members of the senate 
committee and a few senators an@ 
house members. Lunn wrote Baker 
that the senate committee: was a 
“packed jury” thoroughly unfriendly 
to him, .
